Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

Reasons for allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Lee et al. (6,329,694) and Wei et al. (5,843,813) appear to be the closest prior art 
reference. Lee et al. and Wei et al. teach substantially the entire claimed structure, as 
recited in claim 1 , except a first conductive laver having the same conductivity type as 
said prescribed conductivity tvpe of said first and second wells. Therefore, prior art do 
not teach or render obviousness the semiconductor structure, as claimed.
